A BOY AND HORSE

SON OF GEORGE BINOVICZ MEETS
DEATH IN THUNDER STORM.

He Was Driving Homeward at the
Ridge Back of Archbald, During
the Terrific Storm of Last Evening,
When a Bolt of Lightning Killed
Him and the Horse He Was Driv-
ing—8torm Was One of the Most
Terrific that Has Visited the Upper
Valley in Years.

Lightning Instantly killed 13-year-old
John Sinovicz and a horse that he was
driving near his home at the Ridge,
back of Archbald, during a terrific
storm prevailing in that region early
laat evening.

The boy's body was blackenad In
blotehes and streaks In several pluces,
und the horse’'s hide had the appear-
ance of having been singed where the
bolt made its path The wagon was
not damaged to any extent, strange to
relate,

The unfortunate lad was a son of
George Slnoviez. a well-known Pollsh
resldent of the Ridge.

The storm wae one of the most ter-
rific that has virlted that region in
vears, It extended from Priceburg to
Mayfield and far up on the mountain
on elther side of the valley,

Between Winton and Archbald many
trees were hlown down or felled by
lHghtning, and flooded strects and oels
lars were the rule rather than excep-
tion in every town In the valley,

The only evidences of the storm felt
in this city were a high wind and
heavy fall of rain for a few minutes
Just before 6 o'clock.

Fluid Has Been Found in Bradford
County.

This well being near the old
one, furnishes fuel for the bollers
which run the machinery for reopen-
ing and further developing this aban-
doned hole. The work is carrted on
under the management of B. 8, Lewis,
a Scranton gentleman, who is not only
superintepdent, but is also a director
of the company.

At a depth of 1,600 feet four days
ago a pocket of gas was struck, and
At 1LB00 feet oll was found, it having
been taken out with the baller and
thrown on the dump. When being
caught and put Into a vessel, the petro-
leum separated, riging to the surface,
giving Indubitable evidence that it is
genuine ofl, What will be the upshot
is not positively known, but there are
prospects for a first-class gas and a
fair oil well,

“After reaching the bottom of the old
well, the hole will be further sunk, It
being the Intentlon of the company to
make a careful and thorough test, re-
gardless of expense, finally settling the
much mooted question as to the exlat-
ence of an oll belt in that locality, An
inquiry as to why it s thought that
ofl exists in that locality was answoered
hy saying that the general Indications
of the surface convineced experts who
Visited the grounds that both oil and
Eas were hidden there, In confirma-
tlon of this belief 1t is sald that drill-
Ing discloges the same rocks and sands
found In Western Pennsylvania, But
the existence of ofl {s already proven
=i§ 10 the quantity, that has to b
ascertained by further de velopments, '
